Too many trappers think that once 
they have taken a skin nothing else

farmer trappers, which form more 
than half of the trapping fraternity, 
are the chief losers through this lack 
of knowledge in the handling of raw 
pelts, as poorly prepared pelts bring 
much lower prices: than those which 
have been properly prepared. Lead- 
ing fur authorities have stressed the 
fact that in many cases up to one 
half of the pelts coming to the raw 

fur markets fall into the unprofitable 
"| class and that every year there is a 
tremendous loss in pelt values that 
could be prevented. The loss, how- 
ever, is not confined to the careless 
trappers, but affects the whole fur 
industry and lowers the value of both 
the raw and finished product. | 

With a view to improving this con- 
dition and making possible a wider 
knowledge of the essentials necessary 
to the proper skinning, stretching 
and drying of raw pelts, a monograph };

Cable Business Not <.  — 
: _ Affected By Wireless| 


Prophecy That Ite De Days Were Num- 
bered Proved Rash 

When, twenty-six years ago, Mar- 
cont first succeeded in sending wire- 
less messages from Newfoundland to 
England, many people prophesied 
that the days of the submarine cable 
were numbered. 

The rashness of this prophecy is 
proved by the fact that, during. the 
first four months of this year, the 
value of the submarine telegraph and 
telephone cables sent out. from the 
United ‘Kingdom: amounted to £3165,- 
753. Even this sum, though, is far 
below the average, owing to the fact 
that the trade has not yet recovered 
from the effects of the coal strike. 

@ Although the early cables were 
Sow, the invention of wireless telo- 
graphy and telephony spurred the 
cable companies to fresh effort. The 
result was the discovery of a new 
alloy. nickel and iron ‘which,. treated 
by a secret process, proved. to have 


a conductive power thirty times great- |. 


er than that of the best soft iron: 
The new metal was named Permal- 
loy,’and its efficiency is shown by the 
fact that it is possible to send more 
than two thousand letters a minute 
through the newest trans-Atlantic 
cable wound with permalloy.

application for the reduction of duty 
on all cotton goods. 

Quoting from reports issued by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statisties, Mr. 
Deachman gave the total value, of 
the product for Canada as $69,984,875, 
993, 046 or Sirektnatety 16 per cant.

OF WHEAT WILL 
SAVE MILLION 


Winnipeg.—Important recommenda- 
tions which probably will mean a ‘sav- 
ing of millions of dollars in,the mar- 
keting of this year’s grain crop of 
Western Canada are contained in a 
tentative report submitted to the 
Board of Grain Commissiouers by the 
grain research committee of the Can- 
adian Research Council. v 

Owing to. adverse weathér | condi- 
tions, an tmmense amount of tough 
and damp grain is’ being threshed ihig 
year. This will necessitate careful 
drying. Last year a similar condition 
prevailed, and heavy discounts hed 
to be made on European sales as a re- 
sult of the general complaints regard- 
ing the quality of dried grain. 

It is said that if the gtain this year 
is properly dried, as recommended in 
the report, the great losses © ‘sustaned 
during the last séason can be elimin- 
ated and they were estimated to total 
into the millions of dollars. Thus ihe 
producers will get’ the direct benefit. 

With a view to preventing the re- 


currence of heavy losses this year,’
